INJURED 


BY EXPLOSION OF BOMB 
MEANT FOR KING OF ITALY 


Delay in Arriving to Open Milan Fair Prob- 
ably Saved Life of Monarch—He Cuts Cere- 
mony Short to Visit Wounded. 


Ey the Associated Press. 

MILAN, April 12.—King Victor 
Emmanuel narrowly escaped death 
at the hands of assassins. this 
morning, when a powerful bomb 
exploded in the Piazza Giulio Ce- 
sare. The King was on his way to 
open the Milan fair, but owing toa 
slight delay did not reach the spot 
at which the explosion occurred 
until 10 minutes later. 
Fourteen persons were _ killed, 
most of them blown to pieces, and 
about 40 were injured. The in- 
fernal machine, a tube filled with 
high explosives, and controlled by 
a clock had been concealed inside 
the base of a lamppost. 

The route which the King’s par- 
ty was to follow has been printed 
in the newspapers and the police 
think the bomb was set to explode 
at the precise moment the King 
was scheduled to pass. 

King Opens Fair, Nevertheless. 
There was a scene of terror and 
utter confusion when the sovereign 
appeared, accompanied by his suite 
and the municipal authorities. The 
bodies of the dead and _ injured 
were taken into the exhibition 
grounds, and King Victor immedi- 
ately proceeded to carry out his 
duties of opening the fair. 

As soon as possible the injured 
were removed to the hospital. The 
King displayed | coolness, but 
showed anxiety for the wounded 
and for the families of the victims. 

It was in order not to disappoint 
the organizers of the fair and the 
exhibitors, particularly foreign ex- 
hibitors, that he officiated at the 
inaugural ceremonies, which were 
cut short. 

Visits the Wounded. 

After making a hasty inspection 
of the exhibits, the King exclaimed: 
“Now, I feel my duty is elsewhere; 
I must go to the hospital.’’ 

When the King visited the 
hospital he spoke to each of the 
injured, expressing sympathy and 
saying he would take a personal 
interest in their recovery. On 
leaving the hospital he was greeted 
by an almost delirious demonstra- 
tion from the crowds, which 
seemed unable to express suffi- 
ciently their joy at his escape. 

Most of the killed and injured 
were women and children, who 
were awaiting in anticipation the 
coming of the King. The head

flying pleces, together with the 
slugs contained in the bomb, were 
largely responsible-for the slaugh- 
ter. 

Thirteen civilians and one soldier 
of the Fifth Alpine Regiment were 
killed. A baby girl, two brothers 
and a sister ranging in age from 5 
to 8 and at least six women were 
among the dead. Three boys were 
seriously injured. 

The King had arrived in the city 
about half an hour before the 
outrage, and had received an en- 
thusiastic welcome. On his trip 
from the station -to the royal pal- 
ace, where he was received by the 
Milan authorities, all the streets 
were crowded. School children 
were lined up behind cordons of 
troops. 

A preliminary list of the wound- 
ed received at the military hospital 
contained the name of Private 
Pietro Ratti of the Fifth Alpine 
regiment. Inquiries were imme- 
diately instituted to ascertain 
whether he is a relative of the 
Pope. 

Newspapers published special 
editions displaying pictures of the 
King and printing enthusiastic ar- 
ticles paying tribute to the royal 
house.

“I 
never dreamed that any State’s At- 
torney in Illinois would appear 
here and ask anything for Charlie 
Birger. I have here an affidavit 
from a Deputy Sheriff in my 
county tending to show that Bos- 
well knew eight months ago just 
what he knows now about the 
Price murders. Eight months ago 
Boswell told a Deputy Sheriff in 
Williamson County that he would 
prosecute Art Newman for the 
murder of Mrs. Price, and would 
use Birger as a witness against 
Newman.” 

In response to Chairman Cla- 
baugh’s inquiry if there was any- 
thing inconsistent in Boswell’s ap- 
pearance before the board, State's 
Attorney Martin said: “In my 
opinion the majority of the people 
in Williamson County don’t think 
that Arlie Boswell wants to pros- 
ecute 


Birger and Newman.”

TWO MEN HELD AFTER 
DEATH Or WOMAN 


Eleanor K. Guthrie of 
New York Dies at 
Miami, Fla.

MIAMI, Fla., April 12.—Two 
men were held here today for in- 
vestigation in connection with the 
death Tuesday of Mrs. Eleanor K. 
ruthrie, 40 years old, of New York, 
said to be socially prominent in 
New York and Virginia. She died 
from what attending physicians 
said was inflammatory rheumatism 
aggravated by an alcoholic condi- 
tion of the heart. 

The men, who gave the names of 
Ssdward Durant and J. Tunstall, 
were arrested by Federal narcotic 
agents after hospital authorities 
said Mrs. Guthrie had admitted she 
formerly was addicted to a drug, 
and a nurse had told officers she 
saw a white powder on the wom- 
an’s lips after a visit from Tunstall 
at the hospital in Miami Beach, to 
which she was taken Sunday, 

Police said they had found that 
Durant and Tunstall had been al- 
most constantly in Mrs. Guthrie’s 
company since Feb. 4. The County 
Physician ordered an autopsy this 
afternoon to fix definitely the 
cause of death. 

Two pawn tickets for diamond 
rings belonging to Mrs. Guthrie, 
valued at about $2000, were found 
on Tunstall when he was arrested. 
Police said he had represented him- 
self variously as her brother, cousin 
and a physician. Hugh J. Guthrie, 
the woman’s husband, who arrived 
here last night to take the bedy 
to New York, said he knew nothing 
of her acquaintance with either 
man. 

Mrs. Guthrie spent between 
$1500 and $1809 in the last few 
days of which the police said they 
could find no account. They 
learned also that she had bought a 
small automobile which was regis- 
tered in Tunstall’s name. 

Police said Tunstall accounted 
for the rings by “temporary finan- 
cial embarrassment” which caused 
Mrs. Guthrie to lend him the jew- 


els, and for the automobile by say- 


ing Mrs. Guthrie had it registered 
in his name so she would not be 
connected with the matter “In case 
of an accident.”

NEW YORK, April i12.—The 


sudden appearance of a blonde 
young woman demanding that she 


be heard as a witness, created a 
delay in the proceedings yesterday 
just before Mrs. Esther E. Evans 
Wilson, big game huntress, was or- 
dered held to the grand jury on 
charges of shooting her husband, 
D. H. Wilson, lawyer and prom- 
inent Republican. - 

It was disclosed that a “D. Wil- 
son” had telegraphed the Senate 
Public Lands Committee’ that 
Thomas W. Miller, former Alien 
Property Custodian, now under 18 
months’ prison sentence for de- 
frauding the Government, had 
knowledge of disposition of the 
Continental Trading Co.’s Liberty 
bond profits. D. H. Wilson has 
emphatically denied that he was 
the sender of this telegram. It 
was from these profits that Albert 
W. Fall, former Secretary of the 
Interior, is alleged to have been 
bribed by Harry F. Sinclair in con- 
nection with the leasing of the 
Teapot Dome oil reserve. It was 
disclosed in Washington that Miller 
is to be questioned next Tuesday 
by the Public Lands Committee 
as a result of the Wilson telegram. 

Telegram in Dispute. 

The telegram which led to the 
summoning of Miller follows: 

“If you look up Miller’s account 
in the Equitable Trust Co., Wil- 
mington, also Equitable Trust Co., 
New York, you will secure further 
information. Miller still has some 
Continental bonds in his possession. 
Miller’s falling out with duPont 
and Hays was on account of Miller 
reta’' ing some bonds and not keen- 
ing his agreement with duPont and 
Hays. Signed D. Wilson.” 

In a telegram sent Senator Wal 1: 
April 5, D. L. Wilson denied hav- 
ing sent the former message. He 
wired: “Am advised that you re- 
ceived telegram dated March 17, 
signed D. Wilson and containing 
statement regardirg possession or 
disposal of Continental Trading Co, 
bonds. Telegram was not sent by 
me, nor do I have any information 
concerning its subject matter. 
Would appreciate your furnishing 
me with exact copy and instructing 
Western Union to exhibit original | 
telegram.” , 

Woman Witness Appears. 

While Mrs. Wilson’s counsel, 
State Senator Elmer F. Quinn, was 
reiterating to Magistrate Corrigan 
his oft-repeated statement that he 
would like to get in touch with 
Miss Gladys Bowie, who called on 
Wilson at the hospital the day he 
Was shot, and whom Quinn de- 
scribed as a “most important wit- 
ness,” the young woman came 
from the rear of the courtroom:and 
demanded that, since her name 
had been brought into the case, 
she be allowed to testify. 

Her appearance threw the court- 
room into an uproar. When it had 
subsided, the Magistrate said: 
“This isn’t the play ‘Chicago.’ This 
is the West Fifty-fourth Street 
Court, and we'll have decorum 
here.” 

“Your honor, the defendant will 
waive examination,” Quinn said. 

Mrs. Wilson was held fer the 
grand jury. Bail, reduced from 
$25,500 to $10,500, was furnished. 

Missing Papers Sought.

tween Baldonnel and New York ie 
Bremen should circle Mitchel field 
sometime early Friday afternoon. 
At the controls were Capt. Her- 
man Koehl, German war flyer and 
night flying expert, and Col, James 
Litzmaurice, commandant of the 
Free State air force, who will alter- 
nate as pilots at four-hour inter- 
yals. Behind them sat Baron Ehr- 
enfried Gunther von Huenefeld, his 
last pfennig staked on this venture, 
during which he will man the fuel 
pump, cook and keep the log. 


Never had the .-lane been tested 
with its full load of 2500 litres of 
fuel and its peculidr undercarriage, 
until it started up the sloping .un- 
way. Fifty men, armed with axes, 
hatchets, crowbars and fire extin- 
guishers, were ordered to their sta- 
tions along the runway ready to 
jump into immediate action should 
any mishap occur. 

Difficulty in Rising. 


Spectators, including President 
Cosgrave and other Free State not- 
ables, had qa minute of alarm as the 
Bremen m.de its first mad rush 
along the runway. The machine 
was.shrouded in a cloud of dust, 
swirling from the road behind the 
starting point. Up the slope it 
raced to the crest at the 600-yard 
mark, where it was calculated that 
it should take the air. Then the 
plane started careening down the 
slope on the other side and disap- 
peared from view of watchers -t 
the starting point. 
Men who fly and men who know 
flying were frightened, for failure 
to take off meant a crash and al- 
most certain death for thc three 
encased in the all-metal machine. 
At 900 yards the Bremen’s 
wheels left the ground. The under- 
carriage under the tail wnhiried 
away like a runaway cart, Still the 
plane was barely skimming the 
ground and roaring along at 90 
miles an hour toward a stone wall 
at the end of the airdrome. 


Saved by Hole in V/a’l. 


Under the control of Captain 
Koehl, who had said that the take- 
off was,one of the most perilous 
parts of the flight, the plane head- 
ed for a breach made in the wall 
for takeoff. The Bremen_ shot 
through safely. 

“If the wall had not been de- 
molished the Bremen would have 
crashed; I was terrified,” said ‘ol. 
Charles Russell, former chief of 
the Saorstat airforce and a close 
friend of Fitzmaurice. 

After a few seconds the silvered 
wings of the Bremen appeared 
above the horizon and men, women 
and soldiers cheered wildly. 

The plane rose sluggishly beyond 
the limits of the airdrome. At the 
height of 200 feet it turned gradu- 
ally to make its way through a 
saddle in the hills five miles away. 

Perfect Flying Weather. 


It was perfect flying weather 
here when the Bremen got awny. 
A 10-mile wind heiped her into the 
air and a dim sun shone on her 
wings, In the western sky cloud- 
banks all but obscured the sky. 
Weather reports told of almost per- 
fect weather prevailing to the mid- 
Atlantic. 

From midnight on notables and 
special guests arrived at Baldonnel 
from Dublin, It was still dark when 
the plane was rolled from the han- 
gar at 3:30 a. m., a_ ghost-like 
shape surrounded by a cordon of 
soldiers. It wag fully fueled 
ready to start. 

Capt. Koehl was the first to ip- 
pear at breakfast at the officers’ 
mess. Then came Baron von Huene- 
feld with his monocle. He ate a 
hardboiled egg. Capt. Koehl had 
hardly finished breakfast when },e 
left the mess, wearing his big field 
grey German coat and a flying nel- 
met to superintend the tuning up. 

German and Irish Flags. 

For a while Col. Fitzmaurice’s 
chair was vacant but soon he en- 
tered with a cheery “good morn- 
ing.” He sat down to breakfast as 
the Baron finished. The Baron 
pulled out a case of cigars and of- 
fered one to Fitzmaurice, who do- 
clined.

Mrs. Fitzmaurice in Tears. 
In one group there stood a fig- 
ure for whom this was no lark, 
however. Fear of tragedy showed 


in the face of Mrs. Fitzmaurice as 
the Colonel kissed her goodbye. 
She turned away in tears. 

Then the three flyers climbed in- 
to the plane. Koehl and _ Fitz- 
maurice took their seats in the 
cockpit in the upper part of the 
fuselage just behind the engine. 
Baron von Huenefeld disappeared 
down the hatch into his cabin in 
the rear. The hatches were closed 
over both openings. 

The Bremen stood throbbing for 
15 minutes as the engine was 


speeded up and slowed down in a 


final trial. Then it roared in earn- 
est and the plane was ready tg take 
off. The Free State ground de- 
tachment pulled the blocks from 
under her wheels and in another 
minute the Bremen was bound for 
the Atlantic. 

Food was sacrificed for fuel in 
the Bremen. The flyers took with 
them a dozen vacuum bottles coa- 
taining hot beef tea and strong 
coffee. Each airman also took two 
bars of chocolate and Col. Fitz- 
maurice, at the last moment, ob- 
tained 12 peeled oranges.

Fitzmaurice Announces Start. 


There was a dramatic moment 
last night when Col. Fitzmaurice 
burst into the officers’ mess and 
announced that the Atlantic flight 
was to start at dawn. “Crack goes 
the whip, off go the horses and 
round go the wheels at 5 o'clock,” 
he sang, and they cheered. 
The announcement came after a 
conference of the three flyers over 
the latest weather report, of which 
he said: 

“What better weather. than this 
could anybody want for a flight 
to the good old U. S. A.?” 

While Fitzmaurice drank his 
farewell toast with his Irish com- 
rades, Koehl and the Baron, who 
through their wait in Ireland have 
seemed strangely lonely figures, 
slowly plodded back to their quar- 
ters, Baron von Huenefeld to try 
a last game of solitaire, and the 
stolid Capt. Koehl to study weath- 
er charts before taking a few 
hours’ sleep. 

Fitzmaurice’s friends urged him 
to pack off to bed, but he replied: 
“Ten-thirty is my bedtime and J 
refuse to crawl in earlier, just be- 
Cause thére’s a little job of flying 
over the Atlantic to be done.” 

It was nearly midnight when he 
went to bed in a room next to that 
of his 88-year-old daughter, “Pat.” 
who had been told nothing of her 
father’s intentions.

Kendrick to make inquiries of Fall 


regarding the leasing of a portion 


of Teapot Dome, was introduced. 
He had not heard of the Sinclair 
lease until reading of it in the 
press. 

Senator Kendrick on Stand. 

Senator Kendrick testified that 
on April 7, the day the lease was 
signed, he received a_ telegram 
from Miller. The Senator sent his 
secretary, W. A. Anderson, to the 
Interior Department to _ inquire, 
and he was told by C. B. Safford, 
Fall’s assistant, that no such lease 
had been signed. 

Three days later, Kendrick made 
another inquiry, and for reply re- 
ceived from H. Foster Bain. Sa-

He 
called a meeting of the association 
and sent telegrams to the Wyoming 
Congressmen in Washington and to 
Secretary Fall. Defense objection 
prevented introduction of the telv- 
grams. 

Brooks said his company would 
have bid on part of the lease if it 
bad had an opportunity. The wit- 
ness said he did not receive any re- 
ply from Fall to his telegram, 

Later the Court admitted a tele- 
gram Brooks sent to Fall April 14, 
1922, saying that his company 
wished to submit a proposal in op- 
position. 

Brooks said on cross-examination 
he was president of the Consolidat- 
ed Oil Co., which was onty a pro- 
ducing company arid had no pipe 
lines. He said he would not have 
been interested in any proposition 
which required him to build pipe 
lines or tanks. 

Inquiry Made by Mondell. 

Frank W. Mondell of Wyoming, 
former Republican floor. leader in 
the House, safd he first learned of 
the leasing of Teapot Dome 
through a telegram, dated April 14, 
from Brooks. He said he wrote 
letters to Secretaries Denby and 
Fall, enclosing copies of the tele- 
grams. Mondell’s letter to Fall 
asked that Brooks’ protest receive 
consideration. The protest said 
drilling in Teapot would produce 
overproduction of crude oil in Wy- 
oming. Assistant Secretary Fin- 
ney’s reply was that Fall was per- 
sonally handling the lease and add@- 
ed that when the terms of the lease 
were known it would be found that 
it generally benefited the people of 
the State. 

On cross-examination he pro- 
duced a letter from Denby which 
said the matter was being handled 
“in person by the Secretary of the 
Interior.” 

A deposition was read from 
James G. Darden, who said he 
called on Fall about April 15, and 
said he had a valid claim on Tea- 
pot Dome. Fall said Darden’s 
claim was no good, but suggested 
that he go see Sinclair, and maybe 
Sinclair would give him something 
for it. That belief was doubtless 
based on the fact that Sinclair had 
already stood bleeding to the tune 
of $1,000,000 by persons who had 
“cats and dogs” claims, but whose 
claims apparently were not nearly 
so valuable or important as their 
silence. 

Later on Darden moved a rig and 
drilling outfit on to Teapot Dome, 


and Fall sent a detachment of 
United States Marines to evict 
them. That episode forms a high 
spot in the record of the oil inves- 
tigation and also‘in the novel 
“revelry.” ~ | 

John C. Shaffer a’ Witness. 


The next witness was John C. 
Shaffer, the pious publisher of the 
Chicago Post and Indianapolis 
Star, who, when he learned that 
Sinclair was preparing to lease 
Teapot, instead of printing the fact 
in his newspapers, endeavored to 
get a slice of the cake for himself. 
Shaffer also described himself as 
an oil man, 

He pretended to have a claim 
for a lease on Teapot Dome. This 
claim was based entirely on the 
fact that he had previously applied 
for one, and been denied. He as- 
serted his “claim” to Fall, who ad- 
vised him to “see Harry.” 


At that time Shaffer was in a po- 
sition to wreck the deal by, expos- 
ing it in his papers. Instead he 
“saw Harry,” who offered to “take 
care of him.” However, Shaffer 
was not satisfied with Sinclair’s 
price, prolonged the negotiations, 
and eventually got nothing. 

Fred G. Bonfils, owner of the 
Denver Post, was another pub- 
lisher who was more successful in 
a Similar enterprise. He got néar- 
ly $1,000,000 from Sinclair for his 
“‘claim.,.” 


Shaffer had hardly begun his tes- 
timony when he was stopped by 
defense objections. After the jury 
was exeused, the Government 
sought to show that Shaffer had 
made application for Teapot Dome 
land and had received a promise 
that his application would receive 
consideration, but that the assur- 
ance had gone unnoticed. 


Shaffer testified he saw Fal! in 
April, 1921, and Fall said he was 
not then contemplating leasing the 
reserve. 

Justice Bailey told the jury he 
was not admitting Shaffer’s testi- 
mony as showing any wrongful 
motive on Fall’s part, put only as 


_to his knowledge of Shaffer’s ap- 


plication. : 
Owen J. Roberts, special Govern- 
ment prosecutor, then read Shaf- 
fer’s formal application for land in 
the reserve. ‘Secretary Denby re- 
plied that an executive order had 
turned supervision of the land over 
to the Interior Department. On 
June 17, 1921, Fall wrote the pub- 
lisher that Teapot would not § be 
leased, but, if it was, his applica- 
tion would be given consideration. 
Told of Lease in March, 1922. 
Shaffer came to Washington and 
saw Fall in March, 1922. Fall 
informed him then that he had 
made the lease to Sinclair, the 
witness said, and also that he 
(Fall) had asked Sinclair to set 
aside 200 acres for him and 60 
for Gerald Hughes, his counsel. 
Shaffer said he visited Sinclair in 
New York and as the result of the 
conference Sinclair had agreed to 
set aside 400 acres of the lease for 
him. 
A letter Sinclair sent to Shaffer 
Dec. 29, 1922, asked Shaffer to see 
him in regard to the acreage, say-

BOSTON.—tThe Boston Mara- 


thon, the yearly repetition of the 


famous run of Pheidippides from 
the Plains of Marathon to the wall 
of Athens in the year 490 B. C., 
will be run again on April 19, Pa- 
triots’. day, for the thirty-first 
time. 

In New England, the Marathon, 
and the celebration of the battles 
of Concord and Lexingtoff, the 
opening skirmishes of the Ameri- 
can Revolution are concurrent 
thoughts on April 19. 

The Marathon, all over the coun- 
try, is known as the hardest race 
of its kind, starting out in Ashland 
and traversing its 26 miles and odd 
yards over the hills of Wellesley 
and the Newtons into the heart of 
the city of Boston. 

Marathon runners from all the 
clubs of the country and Canada 
have competed in the Boston Ath- 
letic Association run and the hon- 
ors have not been confined to any 
particular section of the country. 
White and red men, Northeners 
and Southerners, Canadians and 
Americans all have had their 
chance at the coveted honor of 
winning the Boston Marathon. 

First Race in 1890. 

The first race was run back in 
1890, when J. J. McDermott of 
New York raced over the course at 
the head of the smal! pack of dis- 
tance stars. 

Three years later, in the fourth 
race, J. J. Caffrey of Hamilton, 
Ont., won the event, and the fol- 
lowing year did the unexpected and 
stupendous stunt of repeating, in- 
cidentally setting a new record for 
the event of 2 hours 39 minutes 
44 2-5 seconds. 

This record stood the test of five 
years of running and then fell be- 
fore the onslaught of the winged 
feet of “Indian Tom” Longboat, a 
Canadian Redman from ‘Toronto, 
in 1907. The Indian's time was 2 
hours 24 minutes 24 seconds. 

Clarence de Mar won the event 
in 1911, his first victory, and theh 
faded temporarily from the pic- 
ture, Mike Ryan, present Colby 
College and Olympic trainer, was 
the first man at the B. A. A. club- 
house in 1912. The next three years 
saw first places being taken by 
Fritz Carlton of Minneapolis, Jim

uard Fabre, a black-haired French- 
Canadian from Montreal. 
De Mar Holds Record. 

Bill) Kennedy, the bricklaying

His arrival was a far cry to the 
day in 1916 when the bronzed 
youngster. from the mining camps 
of Colorado rode into the metrop- 
olis in search of fame. If there 
was a dining car on that train, it 
was in the caboose and there was 
no place there for a Dempsey to 
work out the kinks that came of 
“riding the rods.” 

Dempsey then would fight any- 
one—and he did. His sweeping 
fists, the lure of his ring person- 
ality and ferocity, and the cour- 
age that pulled him back to score 
a knockout after Luis Firpo ham- 
mered him out of the ring, made 
Jack the greatest drawing card 
in the history of sport. With him 
came million-dollar crowds, then 
$2,000,000, and finally a gate 
close to $3,000,000 for his last 
stand against Gene Tunney in Chi- 
cago last September.

Now, Dempsey, still possessing 
the major part of the $2,500,000 
his granite fists have earned, be- 
lieves that the time has come to 
quit the game for good, before the 
thudding gloves of a Tunney or the 
punches of a younger man strip 
him of both health and reason.

ARE EXPECTED 


Workers’ Distress Aided 
Communist Campaign 
Urging Overthrow of 
Monarchy. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, April 12.—Continuing 
their drive against communism, 
the authorities today arrested more 
Suspects, including several stu- 
dents. Further arrests are expect. 
ed. 

With more than 1000 alleged 
reds already arrested in Japan 
during the last month, the Govern- 
ment is thought to have the situ- 
ation well in hand. 

About 400 or 500 of those under 
arrest will be charged with dis- 
turbing the peace. Few convictions 
are expected, however, because the 


Government acted largely on sus- 


picion. The evidence was found 
principally in circulars issued dur- 
ing the recent general election by 
the proletarian lefts. This was 
considered chiefly lese majeste be- 
cause the overthrow of the mon- 
archy and the setting up of a work- 
ers’ Government was advocated. 


The Seditious Circulars, 


The circulars said: “Parliament 
is nothing more than an organ to 
cheat the people. We musct there- 
fore form our Own Parliament of 
laborers, farmers and the poorer 
classes. 

“We must expose the crimes of 
capitalists and land owners. 

“Our demands are: Wholesale 
revision of the election laws, abo- 
lition of laws aimed at the oppres- 
sion of proletarians, opposition to 
war of itmperialism, abolition of 
the monarchy.” 

These circulars spread broadcast 
throughout the country caused the 
investigation and arrests. 

In the election two radical mem- 
bers of the Proletarian party ob- 
tained seats in the Diet. It is un- 
derstood that an attempt will be 
made to unseat them at the ¢om- 
ing session, 

In the meantime, the Govern- 
ment’s disbanding of the left wing 
of the Farmer-Labor party is con- 
sidered politically disturbing and 
the malcontents announce that 
they intend to reorganize. 

Soviet Denies Providing Funds. 

It is generally considered that 
money was supplied the Japanese 
communists from Russia, but there 
is no proof of this and the soviet 
embassy denies it absolutely. 

The movement is not so much 
communism in Japan as a general 
discontent of the workers because 
of low wages and the high cost of 
living. This living cost at present 
is the highest in the world because 
business and economic conditions 
are considered the poorest. There- 
fore there igs much real unrest. 

The Government is striving to 
maintain the most friendly rela- 
tions with Russia although the 
coming trials may bring in the 
Third Internationale which may 
strain the entente. 

At present the situation seems to 
be in favor of the Government as 
antipathy to communism {s thought 
to exist throughout the nation.

Transportation Within Forest Park. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
UCH is being done to improve For- 


est Park. Additions to the Zoo, new 
recreational] features, new exhibits at the 
Art Museum, new nursery exhibit, etc. 
Much publicity is being given to all of 
this and more and more people are heed- 
ing the urge to visit these features at 
Forest Park. 

We wonder if the city government has 
taken into consideration that it is time 
to provide facilities to transport the ever- 
growing throngs through Forest Park 
in such a manner that people with fam- 
ilies who do not have automobile trans- 
portation, can enjoy these features of 
our city without the tremendous fatigue 
that goes with walking from either the 
north or south entrance, where transpor- 
tation now stops. 

We suggest that you try to walk from 
Pershing and DeBaliviere on some hot 
Sunday, making the rounds of the Zoo 
or the Art Museum and then back to 
the street car. The pleasures that you 
may have enjoyed are somewhat di- 
minished by the fatigue for several days 
after, and we believe that in this fast 
growing city of ours, some transpor- 
tation facility should. be provided, 
straight through the park from the Lin- 
dell boulevard-DeBaliviere entrance to 
the Forest Park Highlands entrance, 
permitting a regular service with one 
fare transfer privilege for transportation 
outside the park. 

We feel that the present park bus 
system is undoubtedly the best that can 
be had, but it is very inadequate and one

A DAY’S WORK IN ILLINOIS. 

Illinois did a great day’s work on Tuesday. By 
burying Len Small, confirming the political death of 
Frank L. Smith, routing Crowe and repudiating 
Thompson, she met the highest expectation of sound 
public opinion. She reassured the doubters and cyn- 
ies who think democracy is moribund that sover- 
eignty does abide in the people and that, given suffi- 
cient cause, public sentiment will “turn the rascals 
out.” 

Certainly Illinois had sufficient cause. Len Small’s 
incumbency of the office of Governor was not only 
a disgrace to Illinois but was a reproach to the prin- 


ciple of popular government. This man’s unfitness 


for a public trust was proclaimed by his sinister as- 
sociations, by his brazen misuse of patronage, by 
his craven inaction in the face of organized outlawry 
and by his official dishonesty as recorded by judg- 
ment of tha courts. 

Nothing but their insolent confidence in the power 
of the machine they had constructed could have per- 
suaded Small and the discredited Smith again to seek 
preferment from the people of Illinois.

Similarly, the 
bombs and terrorism of the Thompson-Crowe con- 
spiracy in Chicago has been answered. 

The Post-Dispatch knows little about the men to 
whom the Republicans of Illinois have turned in the 
hope of an honest, competent administration of pub- 
lic affairs.

The Post-Dispatch is not prepared to act as judge 
and jury in the case of the police and Circuit At- 
torney Sidener against Attorney Sam Bender for tak- 
ing possession of money supposed to have been stolen 
from an Oklahoma safe and needed by the prosecut- | 
ing authorities as evidence in the case against the 
alleged thieves. 

We are not prepared to say when Attorney Bender 
obtained the money from the Sheriff and put it in| 
his private bank account.. We are not prepared to 
say whether Judge Gayer was acting in accordance | 
with the law when he gave Bender an order for the. 
money. We have our own opinion as to the judgment 
of a Judge who turns over money supposed to be.

We have a clear idea, however, as to the money 


which Attorney Bender now holds in his possession. 
The persons who had that money in their possession | 
were charged with the robbery of a safe in Oklahoma 
City. There was a warrant for their arrest. The | 
amount.stolen was $2000. They were caught in St. 
Louis with $1400 in a bag. Charging these persons | 
with theft amd assuming that the $1400 was stolen, | 
the prosecuffmg authorities of Oklahoma City want | 
the $1400 as evidence in the case. 


Attorney Bender claims $1000 of the $1400 as ‘his | 


fee, and holds the whole sum despite an excellent | 
presumption that he will be the beneficiary of stolen 
funds and that the thieves will go free. 

Suppose, instead of money, the Oklahoma prisoners 
had been charged with the theft of an automobile. 
Would a lawyer be justified or would he be allowed 


to hold the automobile or any other piece of movable 


property? There is no difference in character be- | 
tween a stolen automobile and stolen money, and, 
we merely use the illustration to emphasize the char- 
acter of the property. | 

Is it legal or ethical for a lawyer to seize stolen 
property as his fee? Can a lawyer legally or ethically 
act as a licensed fence for stolen property, or as an 
accessory after the fact? | 

We submit the ethics of this case to the Bar As-| 
sociation and the legality to Circuit Attorney Sidener, | 
who is quoted as threatening to bring an indictment | 
against Bender. We hope the Circuit Attorney will | 
proceed with the case if necessary. We are rather 
hopeless of action on the ethics of the question on 
the part of the Bar Association, but at least the le-| 
gality of the proceeding ought to be settled. The 
legal profession at least ought to be warned how 
far it can go in alliance with prisoners accused of 
crime, in sharing the alleged loot and defeating the 
ends of justice. :
